A tax rate of 48 cents per $100 
assessed valuation, the same rate 
for the past four years, was set 
officially by members of the Ath- 
erton town council Monday night.

Explains Greater Gain 
In Assessed Valuation

The assessed valuation of the 
City of Menlo Park for the fiscal 
year which began July 1 is $30,- 
241,507, an increase of $2,549,000, 
or more than 9 per cent over last 
year. 

The increase of last year over 
the year before was $2,226,000, or 
8°4 per cent. The year before that} 
the increase was $1,670,000, or 7 
per cent, and the year before that, 
$2,220,000 or 10 per cent. 

The question might well be 
asked, “How has the city man-

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Down to Earth: 


Herbs Can Be 
Tucked Any 
Place i in Garden 


y TERRY LEE 
Many sadeiitls shy away from 
growing herbs because they have 
a vague idea that a special plot 
must be relegated to them. Actu 
ally. herbs can be tucked in any 
where there is room, reasonably 
good soil and, in most cases, full 
sun. They are quite undemanding 
and generally free from disease. 
Herbs are quite unmysterious, anc 
most of us are familiar with quite 
a list: celery, chives, onion, pars 
ley, horseradish, garlic, lavendar 
marigold, nasturtium, mint, mus 

tard and even rose leaves. 


Actually a herb is defined as a 
soft wood plant (as opposed to the 
hard wood of trees and shrubs). 
Most herbs are grown mainly for 
their fragrant foliage or aromatic 
seeds, but some have worthwhile 
flowers. Gasplant, monkshood, hys- 
sop, panted daisy, borage and rose- 
mary have handsome flowers, and 
lavendar and pinks have fragrance 
as well. Herbs thrive in any sun- 
ny, well-drained location. The soil 
should be alkaline and somewhat 
sandy, and need not be rich. Two 
herbs do better in part shade: mint 
and sweet wood ruff (which makes 
a glossy-leaved, low ground cover 
under trees. 


Herbs can be started from 
seed sown in pots or flats this 
time of year. However, usually 
three plants will provide plenty 
of fresh leaves, and plants can 
be bought from the nursery- 
man. Most herbs behave like per- 
ennials in this climate, and 
plants can also be started from 
root divisions or cuttings. 

Any small space by the kitchen 
door should have chives and pars- 
ley, which can be put in as plants. 
I also sow a few seeds of garden 
cress to add to the salad bowl. 
Mint does well by my water fau- 
cet, and has to be contained by 
redwood boards boxed around the 
roots. 

In the flower garden, herbs can 
be planted as patches of interest- 
ing plants or used as edgings. Ger- 
mander, hyssop, burnet, thyme 
and the annual sweet majoram and 
basil will make attractive low hed- 
ges. The taller plants, dill, sage, 
tarragon and rosemary come from 
large evergreen shrubs which can 
be used in foundation planting. 

The selection of herbs depends 
on the space you have and your 
cooking preferences. Fresh herbs 
may be used in all recipes calling 

for dried herbs. The leaves should 
be cut, crushed or minced to bring 
out the volatile oils. Use two scant 
teaspoons of fresh herb where 1% 
teaspoon of dried herb is called 
for. Herbs can be used to flavor 
meat, soups, beverages, jelly, cus- 
tard and vegetables. A piece of 
rosemary is excellent in the cook- 
ing water of peas and soup; meat 
can be rubbed gently with orega- 
no before roasting; marjoram is al- 
ways used with poultry and sau- 
sage and may be used with all 
kinds of foods; thyme also is good 
with many foods; basil is the se- 
cret of many a tomato dish. 

Foods you are tired of can be 
changed by the addition of an 
herb: summer savory can be minc- 
ed and added to scrambled eggs, a 
leaf of lemon verbena can be 
crushed in the bottom of a custard 
cup, or two teaspoons of chopped 
mint leaves can be added to the 
butter that coats a bunch of fresh- 
ly cooked carrots. There is a new 
variegated sage plant that is won- 
derful by a big tan rock in my 
garden, and the gray wooly thyme 
contrasts nicely with the dark 
green junipers.

GARDEN CALENDAR 
WEEK OF AUG. 30 

Peach trees, or any stone fruit 
trees, that secrete gummy masses 
along their bark are infested with 
peach borers. In September, a ring 
of paradichlorobenzene (moth cry- 
stals) may be heaped around the 
trunk, one to two inches away from 
it, and covered with soil as high 
as the first holes. One ounce is en- 
ough for a tree six years or older, 
three-quarters of an ounce for 
younger trees. Spraying trunks 
and limbs with DDT now is good 
prevention. 

* * * 

Pears are one of the few fruits 
that should not be allowed to rip- 
en on the tree. They should be 
picked now and put on the back 
porch to ripen, or wrapped in pa- 
per and kept in a cool, dark lace 
to ripen slowly. Wrapped in air- 
tight plastic bags they wil! keep 
many months. While you are pick 
ing pears, take along the pruning 
shears and cut off any growth 
blackened by fire blight. 

* * * 


Two things can happen to your 
tomatoes, Stink bugs can suck the 
skin and make gray pithy spots. A 
dusting of 5 per cent DDT should 
eliminate the bugs. The other 
spots will be at the end of the to 
mato, black, flat and sunken. Blos 
som rot is a sign that water is ap- 
plied wrong. Great changes in the 
amount of water available to the 
plant, or even a lack of water. cau- 
ses cells in the lower portion of 
the tomato to collapse. Try water 
ing heavily once a week with a 
soilsoaker and mulching with 
straw or grass clippings.
